THE EGYPTIAN PROBLEM. | 
AN ENGLISH POLICY DECIDED ON—NO INTER- 
FERENCE IN THE SOUDAN. | 


Lowpor, Jan. 5.—{Special Cable Dispatch to 
The Chicago Tribune. The British Govern- 
ment today decided upon the Egyptian policy. 
The situation of affairs within the Khedive's 
dominions had become so desperate that the 
Cabinet dared no longer remain undecided.

She 
proposes to send British-Indian troops 
to oppose. and destroy him. Lord 
Wolseley tries herd to agree with her 
Majesty, but advocates as a compromise meas- 
ure the introduction of Kilkenny warfare into 
the Soudan. He would have Engiand give King 
John of Abyssinia to understand that if he 
will undertake to destroy El Mahdi and his 
legions England would approve of the division 
of the Soudan between the Khedive and bim 
gelt as a reward for bis svccess. In this way, 
without the loss of a man or a pound, England 
could clear the Soudan and strengthen her hold 
. end influence upon the region. 

Sir Evelyn Baring, the British agent in Egypt, 
is the most uncompromising opponent of the pol- 


ey favored by the Queen and ot that suggested 


by Lord Wolseley. As he is upon the ground, and 
is regarded by both parties asa mar of sound 
sense, his views upon the situation have been 
iufuential. During the last week the Cabinet 
have been almost continually in session en- 
. deavoring to reach a decision upon the whole 
question. The decision was attained this 
evening,-and as there is practically no Sunday 
press in England its nature will not be made 
public here until the distribution ot Monday 
morning’s papers. Full press reports of the 
Cabinet's action are, however, in the 
hands of the great editors, who will have near- 
ly forty-eight hours within which to prepare 
the leaders which will undoubtedly inaugrate 
this winter’s political battle. 
Preceding the Cabinet's decision the Govern- 
ment practically took possession of the tele- 


graph wires between London and Cairo, keep- | 
ing Sir Evelyn Baring occupied at the Cairo 


terminal most of the day. He wired a formal 
protest against all B interference in the 
Boudan. Sir Evely but more fiercely, as- 
sailed the Abyssinian scheme. These dis- 
patches from Baring, together with his answer 
to citicisms and questionings, are pronounced 
masterpieces of spontaneous utterances on 
great State affairs, and Mr. Gladstone will take 
pride in placing them all before Parliament. 
During the cable conference with Baring, 
Rarl Granville, British Minister for Foreign At- 
fairs, and Lord Hartington, Secretary for War, 
held a three-hours’ conference with Gen. 
Wolseley and the Duke of Cambridge, Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and received from them a 
full expression of their views, together with 
reports upon the condition and availability of 
the British troops in and near Egypt. When 
the cable conference had ciosed the Cabinet 
went into full discussion of the whole subject, 
and voted to adopt as the Government policy 
the one Sir Evelyn Baring recommended. 
Immediately after the close of the confer- 
ence Eari Granville cabled to the British Con- 
sul at Massowah, in Abyssinia, instructions to 
notify the Abyssinian King that England will 
oppose any offensive military operation on his 
part in the Soudan, and will resent any attack 
by him upon Egyptian troops as an attack up- 
on England. Sir Evelyn Baring was officially 
Informed that the Government would maintain 
-@t all hazards its present position in Egypt 
‘proper. He was directed to officially notify the 


Kbhedive that England would guarantee to con- 


fine the operations of El Mahdi to the Soudan, 
and would resist any attempt on his part to ex- 
tend them into Lower kgypt. 

THE KHEDIVE’S PROTEST. 

The Khedive, it is stated tonight, bas already 
protested against the Cabinet policy as too neg- 
ative. He threatens to appeal from it upon the 
ground that if maintained it will place the en- 


tire Soudan under the control of the Prophet 


and eventually put him in position to negotiate 
as a rule? with the Powers. The Khedive’s re- 
eent ultimatum to England threatening, in the 
event of England refusing to assist him against 
Bi Mahdi, to resign all suzerainty the Sou- 
dan and turn the entire country over to the 
Porte as the price of Turkish conquest of the 
Prophet, at first looked upon as astounding, is 
apparently now regarded with indifference by 
Mr. Gladstone as a bit of bluster probably in- 
red from France. Karl Granville scouts the 
idea that the ultimatum originated with the 
Khedive. He attributes it to Turkish or French 
intrigue as a trick to impose upon England the 
military task of protecting Turkish and French 
interests along the Upper Nile. The Brit- 
ish Cabinet is well aware that -the French 
under the management of Barrere 
have been for months -unusually act- 
lve in Upper Egypt, and have secured 
a large following among some of the Soudan 
tribes. Tonight, under special orders from the 
Duke of Cambridge, certain bodies of British 
troops have been placed in readiness to depart 
from England at a moment's notice.

EARL SPENCER. 
a JOURNEY UNDER POLICE PROTECTION—THE 
ORANGEMEM, 

Lonpor, Jan. 5.—[{Special Cable Dispatch to 
The Chicago Tribune.}—It is now certain that 
Earl Spencer was called to the Cabinet meet- 
ings of Thursday and Friday in order that he 
might detail in person the strength and proba- 
ble effect of the recent Orange movement in 
Ireland.

gardiess of cost. Mr. Gladstone has gore!

. Spencer left London for Dublin last 
night. His carriage, on its way to Euston Sta- 
tion, was closely guarded by police. The sta- 
tion itself contained a special staff of railway 
men, as well as an unusually large police con- 
tingent, who were instructed to allow nothing 
to pass unobserved, and to arrest instantly any 
suspicious-looking charactér. The train itself 
was preceded by a pilot engine all the way to 
Holyhead. The pilot seldom goes before a 
train unless royalty follows, and is a most ex- 
traordinary precaution in connection with the 
journey of a Lord-Lieutenant. A few pounds 
of dynamite on the rails would only have had 
the effect of destroying the pilot.“ and the 
train would have been saved.

The present Irish Executive, in 
Mr. Parnell's opinion, is “characterized by 
greater meanness and by greater incapacity 
than any other (sic) of its predecessors. As 
for Lord Spencer, he is only “‘a sort of inferior 
bottle-holder to Mr. Forster.“ 

The occasion was perhaps one where Mr. Par- 
nell was bound to consider his Irish audience 
only. The men who gave him this sum of 237. 
000 were entitled to something for their money. 
If they preferred calumnious personalities, 
they cannot complain that they did not cet 
them. Mr, Parnell, we are always told, knows 
his countrymen better than anybody else knows 
them. It must be presumed he knew best what 
they would prefer, and gave it to them in full 


measure. The danger to his leadership in Iro- 


land has been that Mr. Healy would outbid him 
in violence. Mr. Healy would be the first to 
admit that to go beyond Mr. Parnell in the ex- 
pression of savage hatred of the Saxon would 
tax even his ample resources. 

The second point is of still greater weight. 
Mr. Parnell has now definitly abandoned his 
position as a mere grievance-monger. 
three years or more since he took off his coat 
to work for the tenant farmer and against the 
landlord. He has now taken off his mask. 
Agrarian agitation has served its purpose, He 
is to be regarded henceforth as the partisan of 
Home Rule pure and simple. Everything he 
has done hitherto has led up to that, and every- 
thing he may in future do for any other object 
will be merely incidental to that. He describes 
Ireland as a nation striving for nationhood

There is this other difference, and further mis- 
take of judgment: He accompanies his an- 
nouncement with a threat. “If,” says 
Mr. Parnell, “‘we cannot rule our- 
selves, we can 
glich to be ruled as we choose.“ He has a win- 
ning position, he tells the English. There will 
be between seventy and eighty Parnellites in 
the next House of Commons, and they wil! hold 


the balance of power between English parties. 


It there be one fact. more certain that an- 
other, it is that if we are to be coerced again, 
if the present Coercion act or any part of it is 
to be renewed, these things shall be done by a 
Tory Government and not by a Liberal Govern- 
ment, and shall carry with them in the shape of 
increased tates and foreign wars penalties in 
excess of those inflicted upon us.“ He is sure 
of it. Beyond a shadow of doubt it will be for 
the Irish population in England—separated and 
isolated as they are—and for your independent

HENRY VILLARD’S 

The announcement of Mr, Henry Villard’s 
assignment of his New York property for the 
payment of his ‘debts is a complete vindiea- 
tion of his personal integrity. Ever since 
his resignation of the Presidency of the vari- 
ous companies with which his name has been 
associated during the last few years there has 
been a doubt in the public mind whether he 
had gone down with the wreck of the Vil. 
lard stocks” or had saved himself by aban- 
doning his friends and associates. Those who 
estimate the character of the railway mag- 
nate by a few conspicuous examples, jumped 
at the conclusion that Villard had taken good 
eare of himself. It is now pretty certain 
that he was true to the mission which he had 
undertaken; that he stood loyally by the 
properties which he represented as long as he 
could; that he has sacrificed’ an immense 
fortune (the lowest estimate ot which 
is $5,000,000); and that after discharging 
sonal obligations wh ich have accrued he 

will e little left for his family. This 
condition of things relieves him fully 
from the unjust suspicions which grew out of 
the public distrust of large railroad operators 
asaclass. It is evident that Mr. Villard had 
abundant opportunigies to enrich himself at 
the expense of others. He might have re- 
tired lis own holdings in the Oregon and 
Northern Pacific Companies without reveal- 
ing that course to his associates, and might 
have persuaded his friends to retain their in- 
terests and invest still more money in his en- 


| terprises as a means to enable him to sell out 


surreptitiously. The fact that he has been 
openly charged with haying done this very 
thing, and the knowledge that others have 


practiced similar deception in similar emer- 


gencies, furnish sufficient proof of the oppor- 
tunity at his command. But his present sit- 
uation offers abundant evidence that he was 
not engaged in the wrecking business, that he 
fought bravely to the last to maintain his 
stocks against the war the bears? waged 
against them, fliat he asked no more sacrifice 
from those who cast their fortunes with him 
than he was willing to make, and that his 
dealings with the sto¢kholders in his com- 
panies and with the publie have been honora- 


ble throughout. His letter of resignation, ad- 


dressed to the Directors of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad, is a manly document, which 
will command the respect and sympathy of 
the American people for him. It was ap- 
parently impossible for him to round off his 
career with the success at which he had 
aimed; but he has done the next best thing 


by retiring honorably from the struggle with 


apparently no stain upon him. 

Mr. Villard’s career is more remarkable in 
many respects than that of any other man of 
his time. Its incidents have been written out 
So often of late that it is unnecessary to go 
over them again in detail, It is sufficient to 
recall that within a few years he arose from 
the position of a hard-working newspaper 
correspondent to be the most conspicuous 
figure in the active rai operations of his 
adopted country. He had the faculty of 
commanding the most implicit confidence of 
capitalists, and it may be regarded as a boon 
to human nature that he did not betray this 
confidence, for skepticism in man’s integrity 
to man is becoming dangerously universal. 
It.may be doubted whether any other person 
has ever been able to obtain so large a sum 
as $20,000,000 for investment upon the sole 
pledge of his own judgment and honesty. 
But that was the sum of money invested 
in Villard's,“ blind pool.” When he started 
out to combine inte of the Northern 
Pacific with the Oregon interests he already 
managed it was necessary to buy up the stock 
of the former without revealing to Wall 
street the in hand. He asked sub- 
scriptions to amount of $8,000,000 from 
certain capitalists without indicating the in- 
vestment he intended to make. Upon this 
bare request $16,000,000 were forthcoming.

What will these savings go into? Men 
are gregarious in their investments as in 
other things. * Usually each period has some 
characteristic trend of its own. The country 
has: just come apparently to the end of one 
of the eras when railroad investments were 
the favorit. No one who had money to 
put into” what good things there were go- 
ing felt happy from 1879 to 1881 unless he 
had a nest-egg in some railroad construction 
company, or blind pool, or sure thing, like 
Wabash preferred. From 1869 to 1872 real 
estate was the universal favorit. Invest- 
ment“ in mining properties—not stocks—was 
very attractive simultaneously to large num- 
bers of solid men but a few years ago. The 
experience of the past will repeat itself, and 
the dethronement of the railroad king is but 
the prelude to the installation of some new 
favorit in the empire of capital.

It is a hopeful sign of the eontinued infiu- 
ence of public opinion that the proceedings of 
the tee thee session of the I}linois State Bar As- 
sociation included a report from a Committee 
on Law-Reform, of which Mr. Thomas Dent, 
of Chicago, was Chairman. It may be ob- 
jected that the report treats the necessity for 
speedy and radical reform of criminal juris- 
prudence rather gingerly, or at least fails to 
give that particular feature of the agitation 
the unt importance which it holds in 
the minds of the people. Nevertheless there 
Ps a distinct recognition of the public indigna- 
on at the manifold defects and abuses in the 
trial of criminals under the existing forms of 
procedure, and that may be accepted as an in- 
dication that the lawyers’ trades-union, which 
has defeated criminal-law reform in the Leg- 
islature heretofore will not be able to hold 
out against the pressure of public opinion. 
bel pe report submitted by Mr. Dent enumer- 
ates a number of changes which ought to be 
made in the laws of this State. The pro- 
priety of an enactment for the further pre- 
vention of frauds upon creditors” is sug- 
gested as one of the most urgent. This ree- 
ommendation was probably prompted by the 
recent practice of making assignments by 
bills of sale, which result in placing all the 
assets in.the hands of some one creditor or 
an agent for a certain clique of preferred 
pol — This practice is only a little worse, 
however, than the recognized system of pref- 


ereiſces, which are wrong in principle and un- 


just in their operation. The statute of Mich- 
igan is proposed as a substitute, which aims 
at an equal distribution of the debtor's assets 
among his creditors as their several interests 
appear.

Since the passage of the Land act the 


price of landed property in Ireland has de- 


clined 40 per cent. This has not been wholly 
due to the lowering of the rents. The fact 
that the possession of land in Ireland has 
ceased to carry with it either social or polit- 
ical influence has had much to do with the 
depreciation. In 1869, when the lands of the 
Disestablished Church were sold, the purchase 
price was twenty-five times the rental; in the 
case of private estates the purchase money 
was sometimes as high as thirty times the 
rental: In the first year of the Land act the 
price fell to twenty-one times thé rental, and 
purchasers were scarce.

It is reported, and no doubt quite truly, 
that nothing but the extraordinarily severe

the license of brigandage, but of a great 
variety of enterprises, like street-railways, 
gas companies, electrie-light companies, and 
telephone companies, and others whieh pur 
vey to the needs of the community. 

The German Emperor claims that he ant 
a position of nearly absolute power, and 
the Legislature is merely an advisory and rat. 
What most Americans would 
expect to see as the result of the exercise of 
such powers by a King would be the strong- 
est kind of alliance between the supreme 
authority and countless rings of, speculators 
for the accomplishment of schemes of con- 
solidation, stock-watering, pooling, increase 
of charges, and obtaining of special privi- 
leges and immunities that would throw far 
into the shade the united efforts of our Hunt- 
ingtons and Jay Goulds and their Legisla- 
tures. But it is the opposit of all this that 
has occurred. 

To say nothing of the complete subjection 
of the German railroads to the State, which 
is too well understood to need more than a 
reference, other corporations whose functions 
are of public importance are kept under a dis- 
cipline which in this home of the free and 
the brave would be stigmatized as Socialism 
of the most virulent type, and would be di- | 
rectly attributed by the capitalists interested 
in them to the ‘‘ demagogery ’”’ (as Hunting- 
ton said of Thurman when the latter passed 
a law for compelling Huntington’s corpora- 
tions to pay a part of their debts to the Gov- 
ernment) of adventurers who were willing to 
bid anything for popularity with the masses. 
When an electriclight company, or a 
steam-heating concern, or a gas company, or 
a (Chicago & Evanston) railroad wants to 
enter a city it buys such a charter as it 
wants from the Common Council and the 
Mayor, and then proceeds to tear up the 
streets at its will, with not the slightest re- 
gard to the scant provisions which it gra- 
ciously assumed to consent to for the protec- 
tion of the community. It is not so in most 
European countries. The gas companies of 
London, for instance, are under parliament- 
ary regulation as to every privilege they 
have, and as to their charges, and even their 
dividends. When the Edison Electric-Light 
Company was recently admitted into Berlin 
it was under restrictions for the protection of 
the rights of the people that, with all our 
boasted apparatus for the protection of the 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness 
of our citizens, it would have been impossible 
for us in the present state of affairs to exact. 

Besides guarding all the private rights of 
person and property that are so ruthlesly 
overriden by our corporations, the German 
Government limited the charges and the 
profits of the Edison Company, provided for 
a liberal contribution out of its receipts to the 
Publie Treasury, and stipulated that at the 
end of thirty years its plant should become 
the property of the municipality. The re- 
cent request from the London Metropolitan 
Board of Works to the English Board of 
Trade to withhold its approyal from the wr 
posed consolidation of two gas companies is 
an instance of the same kind of conservative 
socialism on British soil. 

The London Gaslight and Coke Company | 
wanted to swallow up the South M litan 
Gas Company. But before it could dé so it 
had to ask the permission of the municipality. 
The consolidation will increase the profit of 
the condensed concern, and the board claim, 
quite socialistically, that part of this must go 
into the pockets of the public. The prices 
charged by the company to be absorbed were 
by its charter regulated by Parliament, and 
the London Board declare that its tariffs 
** embody the latest expression of the views 
of Parliament” on this subject. -Thisisa

Tur Indians of Alaska, according to. Prof. 
Elliott, of the Smithsonian Institute, have 
used up for making salmon nets the 900 
miles of wire laid by the Overland Telegraph 
Company many years ago at a cost of 83,000, 
000, when it was believed that the Atlantic 
cable would be a failure. This statement re- 
calls to the editor of the Omaha Bee, who 
was fora long time in the employ of the 
Western Union, a very instructiye chapter in 
the history of its stock-watering swindles. 
Acting on the belief held by many prominent 
electricians that a submarine circuit of over 
3,000 miles could never be worked suecess- 
fully, Capt. Bulkley, the well-known tele- 
graph contractor, enlisted the capitalists who 
had built the Pacific Telegraph from Omaha to 
San Francisco in his plan for an overland line 
from America to Europe by the way of 
Behring’s Straits and St. Petersburg. Three 
millions of dollars were sunk in the project 
for this telegraph line through British Co- 
lumbia, Russian America, and Siberia, Which 
was finally abandoned on account of the sue- 
cess of the submarine cables under the 
Atlantic. The leaders in this enterprise, ac- 
cording to the Bee, in time became the con- 
trolling Directors of the Western Union, one 
of them being elected President ot the 
latter company. What do these gen 
tlemen do when the stock of. the 
Russian telegraph becomes worthless on 
account of the abandonment of the 
enterprise but use their power to consolidate 
with the Western Union. The Russian tele 
graph was not worth a cent to the Western 
Union, but for all that they issued $3,000,000 
of Western Union stock for it. The real 
eash outlay which these men had made was 
but $1,200,000, so that by this clever dodge 
they got a profit. of 100 per cent on a venture 
which should have been a total loss. This 
was in 1867, and ever since, says the Bee, the 
people of the United States have been pay- 
ing dividends on $8,000,000 of worthless 
stock which represents, the wires which. the 
Alaska Indians are now using for salmon 
nets.

George Clarke entered and stabbed him in the 
throat, severing an artery. The stabbed man 


fell backward, regained his feet, and knocked 


George down with a chair. Will Clarke rushed 
in, jumped over his prostrate brother, and 
struck Knotwell to the floor with the butt of 
his revolver, caving his skull over the left eye. 
Dr. Clarke arrived on the scene and proceeded

A numberof skaters in the 
vicinity heard their cries of anguish and has- 
tened to their assistance, but the ice around 
the struggling girls was so thin that the spot 
could not be approached. The girls rose 
to the surface, breaking through the thin 
ice twenty yards below where they fell in. 
Mr. Clark, a school-teacher, skated 
near them, when Sadie threw u her 
arms and cried piteously:o ‘* Good-by! good- 
by! Mr. Clark! and sank for the last time. 
The other girl said nothing, and then both dis- 
appeared. Fruitiess efforts were made to re- 
cover their bodies. The mother’s anguish 
when the tidings were telephoned to her at 
Wilkesbarre was frightful, and she fell in a

IN THE EVERGLADES. 


The Adventures of an Exploring Ex- 
pedition. 

New La., Jan. 5.—The Times- 
Democrat prints a detailed account of its 
Florida Everglades expedition. The report is 
written by Maj. A. H. Williams, commander of 
the expedition. The exploring party consistea 
of twelve persons, six white and six colored, 


be sent to the El- 


steamer Oct. 17 last from Cedar Keys to Punta- 
rassa, Fla., where they took to tne cAnoes, and 
proceeded up the Caloosahatehie River to Lake 
Okeechobee, a distance of about ninety miles, 
arriving the Ist of November. Skirting the 
western and southern shores of the Okeecho- 
bee they discovered eight large streams 
flowing into the dense saw-grass swamp 
that borders the Everglades. Entering one of 
the streams, which was named T. D.,“ the ex- 
pedition proceeded to its head and began the 
tedious work of cutting a way through the 
swamp to the saw-grass. The denseness of this 
swamp can be imagined from the fact that the 
party traveled on an average Only a quarter of 
a mile a day. Myriads of huge alligators, 
snakes, leeches, and poisonous bugs were en- 
countered. The leeches were especially 
troublesome, covering the legs of the men. 
Emerging from the swamp the party ente 

the saw-grass, which grows ten to twelve 
feet high and is very dense, with sharp edges 
that cut one way and saw the other. This | 
grass the party fired and pushed for- 
ward over the stubbles. After traveling due 
south some ten miles the party struck in- 
numerabie small deep lakes or ponds filled with 
alligators and the finest fish. About thirty 
miles from Okeechobee the party entered the 
grassy waters of the Everglades and encamped 
on an island, the first dry land encountered 
after leaving the lake. The only trees on the 
island were custard, apple, and wild fig. The 
progress of the expedition thenceforth was 
more rapid. They passed through thousands 
of small islands, some slightly submerged, and 
all covered with large trees of luxuriant 


foliage. The head of 8h s River was 
reached Dec. 5, and ition

miles from Cape Sable. The distance traveled. 
from Okeechobee to the gulf was about 140 
miles. The whole distance in canoes was 
nearly 300.

He was engaged in the work of 
tracing several recent assasinations to Jab- 
loneki. The latter had been by turns a Nihilist

tion between the service of the Nihilists and 
that of the Governmeni. Jablonski, suspect- 
ing Sudeikin’s intentions, placed himself iu his 
way, and eventually secured his confidence and 
entered his employment as a spy. Friday night 

Jablonski induced Sudeikin to accompany him 

to a house near the Newsky Prospect, 

where he said he had a room from whieh could 

_ beoverheard the proceedings of a secret society 

_ Of Nihilists, who were to meet that evening in 
Sudeikin fell inte the trap 
and went to Jablonski's apartment. He reached 
the piace at 6 o'clock, and at about 2 the fol- 
lowing morning was found there dead, his body 
being literally perforated with dagger wounds. 
What happened was this: When Sudeikin had 
seated himself in Jablonski's room, the 
for & moment.

In a 
moment Jablonski returned to the room with a 
band of Nihilists and armed to the teeth. 
Sudeikin was in citizen's clothes: and was un- 
‘armed. He was at once attacked. He de- 
fended himself savagely with the heavy frame- 
work of a chair, but was soon overpowered and 

His captors then demanded certain 

police secrets respecting a number of Nihilist 

These Sudeikin refused. He was 

thereupon subjected to a process of torture by 
stabs and mutilations. 

After undergoing these for upwards of an 
hour, he weakened and agreed to divulge. 
The first confession he made was received with 
distrust. He was compelled to sign a commis- 
sion authorizing one of his tormentors to pro- 
ceed to his apartments and there procure con- 
firmatory documents, the location and access 
to which were given. A truce was then had 

_and the commissioned conspirator returned 
with most of Sudelkin's private memoranda. 
These were found to contain nearly all the 
information desired by the assasins. Sudeikin 
wae then put to death. The surgeors have de- 
clded that Sudeikin died at midnight, which was 
six hours after he entered Jablouski's room. 
All his important private papers bave been 
found missing, Singe his death St. Petersburg 
has been pradtically placed under police search. 
Hundreds of residences have been searched,

How long a stride in the direction indicated 
the Iatercolonial Conference, nowin session, 
will prove no man can foresee.

THE ANNEXATION SCHEME. 

Now for the scheme of annexation which is 
finding so many advocates in Australia, and 
which is to be considered by the conference 
now in session. Of course ſt must not include 
any islands beld or claimed by any recognized 
Power. A line dran from the equator through 
New Guinea, in east longitude 141, to the Au- 
stralian coast would exclude all of that portion 
of New Guinea claimed by the Dutch, and 
Another 
une from the equator, in 170 east longitude, to 
20 south latitude, and thenee west along that 

to the Australian coast, would 
tm the eastern and southern tbound- 
ries, whilst the equator would be 
the northern boundary. A glance at the 
map will show that all the islands included 
in this space form what are called the Western 
Pacific groups—viz.: New Guinea, New Brit- 
ain, New Ireland, Admiralty, Solomon, Santa 
Cruz, and New Hebrides, with many smaller 
groups and outlying islands. The only Papuan 
or Melanesian groups of any.importance out- 
side these limits would be New Caledonia and 
Fiji, with which the eontemplated scheme can 
have nothing to do, as the former is owned b 


So far as I have been able to learn the in- 
habitants of those islands which are included 
in the annexation scheme have not been con- 
sulted. The fact is the views of some of them 
are pretty well understood without consuita- 
tion. They will object, and in many instances 
will carry their objections to the extreme of 
open resistance. The outlook is still further 


pose 
ethenologists who maintain a Com- 
mon origin for all the natives of the 
Pacific groups. It is sufficient for present pur- 
poses to accept the fact that the differences 
now existing are so great and so important as 
to constitute them essentially different races. 
In appearance there is about the same differ 
ence as is noticeable between the North Amer- 
ican Indian and the negro of the Cotton States, 
and the distinction is equally marked in their 
language, tribal relations, and modes of living. 
Of the two the Polynesians are the more, ad- 
vanced, though still evincing a low order of 
civilization. The races seem to keep them- 
selves entirely separate, though occasional evi- 
dences are to be found in New Guinea and Fiji 
pointing to the fact that some time in the far 
past they may have coalesced to some extent. 

The government of these people seems to 

present a problem that will tax the resources, 
both political and material, of the Australian 
colonies when once they are nominally brought 
under the wgis of the kangaroo and emu. 
With no navy, no army, and barely sufficient 
revenue for defraying the expenses of econom 
ical administration within their own borders, 
the Australians seem anxious to repeat the 
folly of the American farmer who mortgages 
his farm to raise money with which to purchase 
the land adjoining it. 

MORE IMPORTANT QUESTIONS. [ 

In my humble opinion there are before these 

questions more intimately affecting 
their future prosperity than the annexation by 
any power of the Pacific groups lying 400 to 
2,000 miles away. Here is a country capable 
of sustaining a population of fifty mullions of 
people with barely three millions of all shades 
and ages within its borders. No two ot the 
seven colonies have the same laws affecting 
commerce. Tariffs are enforced upon the 
trade between them without regard to uniform- 
ity in amount or regulations. Petty jealousies 
are apparent in the columns of the foremost 
journals, and are not infrequently seen cro 
ping out in parliamentary debates. This wh 
fortunes for a million delivers are waiting 


in the mines of ocoal, iron, copper, 
tin, gold, and lead on a thousand 
hillsides; while millions of square miles of per- 


ennial pastures lie untrodden by the hoofs of 
flocks and herds; while fertile valleys are still 
quiet in the sleep that has bound them since 
creation’s dawn; while field, and forest, and 
stream hold out rewards to brain and brawn if 
they will but come and enter into possession. 
The inordinate anxiety on the part of most 
people to gain more territory while neglecting 
the means for developing what they already 
hold appears short-sighted to an American who 
has witnessed the wonderful results of- an op- 
posit policy in his own country, and from such 
a study of the present movement here as I 
have been able to make I am led to hope that 
the best minds of Australia will see, before it 
is too late, that their field of greatest useful- 
ness, for many years to come, lies within the 
limits of their own island continent. If the 
conference now sitting has but the wisdom to 
see this and the courage to say it despite popu- 
jar clemor, and thereafter direct its attention 
to recommendations looking to the develop- 
ment of the natural resources, and building up 
its manufactures, and increasing its commerce 
the members will have made for themselves a 
name which will stand out brightly in the near 
future, though perchance at present shut out 
by the blindness of popular excitement.

PROGRESS OF THE NATIONAL MOVEMENT, 


But this is not all Which can be said on the 


side of the National movement. It has not 
only held its ground, it has stead- 


ily progressed, though not as rap 
idly or to the oxtent which a more 
vigorous provincial organization might have 
accomplished. Dividing the operations of the 
National movement into two parts first, that of 
the National League im Ireland, and, second, 
the parliamentary work in Westminster—the 
record of the year now running to a close may 
be summarized as follows: There are about 
250 branches of the league establisbed through- 
out the country; some fifty publie meetings 
have been organized during the year; about 
£17,000 have been received by the Treas 
urer, £13,000 of which sum has been 
from the Irishmen of the Australian 
colonies by the envoys of the league, Messrs. 
Redmond and Walshe. Out of this income from 
£5,000 to £7,000 have been expended in the su 
pore of evicted tenants. The cost of the Du 
in County contest against Col. King-Harman 
and the expenses incidental to the Mallow, 
Monaghan, and Wexford: elections have also 
been defrayed. Large sums have been ex- 
in the work of parliamentary registra- 
tion in the City and County of Dublin, and in 
connection with one or two other constituen- 
cles. A balance of about £3,000 remains in the 
Treasurer's hands after meeting all the charges 
incurred in the work of the league in Ireland 
during the present year. The testimonial to 
Mr. Parnell may also be put down to the credit 
of the “home department” of the National 
movement, as 80 per centof the £37,000 was 
subscribed in Ireland, and to a considerable 
extent by means of the machinery of the 
league.

AN OUNCE OF PREVENTION. | 


Necessity for Better Céast Defenses as 


Shown by a Naval Officer. 


Torpedoes of but Little UséThe Country at the 
Mercy of Foreign Foes. | 


JACKSONVILLE, III., Jan..5.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. ] The resouroes ot the country, which 
a great railroad system renders readily availa- 
ble at any point where needed, are fully ap- 
preciated. As a people we feel a just pride in 
our ingenuity and patriotism. No other peo- 
ple so fully realize what love of country is, 
and are so ready to sacrifice personal advan- 
tages for the general welfare. No American 


} 


would willingly leave the country in a position of 


jeopardy did he realize the danger to be appre- 
hended, but we are prone to place too much 
dependence upon our natural advantages for 
providing a defense against a foreign foe in 
case of war. It is often boastfully said, No 
foreigner can ever invade our territory,“ and 
no one refutes it; but in the war of 1812 En- 
glish troops did it, and were everywhere vic- 
torious on land. What is to prevent a recur 
rence of such an invasion at the present day? 
The number of the population, the railroads, 
workshops and shipyards will not do it, but we 
must rely almost exclusively upon the navy 
and the coast fortifications for safety, and every 
one who considers the subject will see they are 
in no condition to afford any 


material 
AN OLD-FASHIONED NAVY. A. 
The navy consists of but a small number of ob- 
solete wooden vessels, carrying a few small rifles, 
but armed principally with smooth-bores—guns 
none of which would be of any value when 
brought into a contest with a modern iron- 
clad. The coast fortifications are old forts, built 
of masonry, mounting in their casemates guns 
no better than those carried by our men-of- 
war. The recent bombardment of Alexandria 
manifests the power of modern tironclads car- 
rying heavy ordnance and the weakness of 
fortifications constructed of masonry. The 
Egyptian forts were in a few hours reduced 
to defenseless ruins, while the English 
fleet sustained no injuries that in any 
way hampered its movements. No one of 
our fortifications is in any way stronger than 
Fort Pharos, and the latter had the advan- 
tage over ours in possessing a considerable 
number of heavy rified guns. How could our 
forts hope to make a better defense? 


TORPEDOES. 


There is a popular belief that we could de- 
fend our harbors with torpedoes, assisted by 
the monitors. Vast appropriations have been 
expended in improving the latter, and they 
would be valuable aids to our fortifications, 
but they are only floating batteries, 
their low speed and clumsy steering render- 
ing them unable to contend with the modern 
ironclads of great speed, even if they pos- 
sessed as strong batteries, which they do not. 
The ironclad can choose her own distance in an 
engagement, and need not engage at all unless 
she chooses. The necessary torpedo outfit for 
a complete torpedo defense cannot be preparea 
and placed in position without the expenditure 
of considerable time and money, for which 
there are not sufficient appropriations avail- 
able; and, although such a defense should not 


be neglected, it cannot be depended upon 
at all. A torpedo attack wi such boats 
as we can muster would be futile. They pos- 


seas so little speed and are so vulnerable that 
the electric search-light of the ironclad would 


detect them at such a distance that her machine 


guns would disable or destroy them before 
they could do any damage. A of 
light armored, fast, torpedo boats of the 
Thornycraft or Yarrow. class, by proper 


noy if not destroy an enemy. From actual 
practical contests in foreign countries, con- 
ducted for exercise, it is learned that a safe 
channel may in a few days be opened into any 
harbor even completely defended by to oes 
and other obstructions if the work is set about 
systematically and without regard for the ex- 
penditure of material, and thisymay be done 
without exposing a ship or a nian to danger. 
With electrically controlled steam-launches a 
system of countermines may be planted 
which, when fired simultaneously, will ex- 
plode every torpedo in the channel. The 
same launches, with chain sweeps and grap- 
nels, may discover any Other obstructions, which 
may be readily removed with dynamite. With 
McEvoy’s submarine detector one man in a 
small boat can discover any mass of metal 
weighing a pound or more. Topedoes thus dis- 
covered may be e with countermines, 
and other obstructions may be as 

cleared away. 

A TRAINING-SCHOOL WANTED. 

We have now no merchant marine from which 
to {mprovise a navy and recruit our naval sea- 
men. Such vessels would be of little value at 
the present day. Modern men-of-war and mod- 
ern ordnance require months for their con- 
struction, and the material must be thoroughly 
inspected as well as the work at every stage of 
its progress. The great advance in modern 

are also makes it necessary that the blue- 
jackets should serve a long apprenticeship to 
use the material and means of fighting to the 
best advantage. The people all over the land 


have more or less military education, 
and a well-disciplined army could 
be recruited rapidly, though even 


for that considerable time must elapse, after 
we first perceive our need for it, before it could 
be available for service. But where are we to 
obtain crews for our men-of-war? Itis difficult 
to recruit them forthe vessels we have now 
in commission. We are forced to take many 
foreigners and many who know nothing of the 
service. There is a system of naval ap- 
prentices, but their numbers are barely suffi- 
cient to supply present needs, and they should 
be increased. 


THE NEW ORUISERS. 
It is notable that when the Naval Ad 
Board met to consider the best means of 
ing up a navy the subject of ironclads was not 
brought into consideration—not because they 
did not deem them needed by the country, but 
because, on account of their great cost, they 
did not consider it possible to secure appro- 
priations for them. must recommend 
something to cost less or failin their object 
altogether. A8 a result they recommend fast 
cruisers that would be very serviceable in time 
of peace, but which in war could only perform 
the service of privateersmen—prey upon the 
commerce of an enemy, not defend us from his 
attacks. 
In the present condition of the coast defenses 
there is nothing to prevent the weakest foreign 
foe from sending a fleet of iron-clads to any of 
our seaports and either destroying it or levying 
a heavy tribute upon it. Before any considera- 
ble force couid be collected to resist them they 
could depart to repeat their injury elsewhere. 
Would it be any less wise to insure against such 
a disaster than against the destruction of 
property by fire or shipwreck? Should 
we not pay the policy of such insurance by 
strengthening our coast defenses and our navy? 


We have a large balance in the Treasury, con- 


stantly increasing. Congress should sppropri- 
ate liberally for these objects. Though we are 
now at peace with the world, no one knows 
how long peace may be preserved without sac- 
rificing the dignity of the Nation. If war does 
come it will come suddenly, our adversary will 
strike quickly, and he should not find us un- 
prepared. | N. H. BArygs, 
Lieut.

words, the lofts or stories above the stores in 
the central portion of the city are one living 
mass of toiling humanity, laboring, with few 
exceptions, for small wages. The exceptions are 
managers of large employing firms or corpor- 
ations, foremen, and specialists. The meagre- 
ness of the salaries paid and the prevailing high 
rents demanded for the last few years, compel 
them to live in the most inconvenient, unsani- 
tary or inaccessible quarters, with immoral or 
unprotected surroundings, and generally with 
poor and inadequate school accommodations 
for their children. | ; 
„The records show that nearly one-balf of 
all the 2,444 habitations built were of the class 
known as flats, which, with less than twenty 

exceptions, were built to rent for $20 to $125 a 

month. The great mass of clerks and mechan- 

ics, in other words, are having no provisions 


made for their proper housing within their 
means or ability to pay for them, whick is one 
of the principal reasons for the ‘ abatement’ in 
the great desire of capitalists to build flats,“ 
having oversupplied this class of houses.

It does seem that, 
inasmuch as fully three-fourths of all the sal- 
aried persons in this city are employed by 
about 100 of its largest firms, companies, and 
corporations, a syndicate could be formed, if it 
cannot be done by individual enterprise, to 
erect during the summer a number of large 
tenement-house blocks of the class named al- 
most within the business centre of the city, or 
eertainly within a few minutes’ walk of it. 
There is plenty of vacant property to be 
had on every hand unsuited for residence or 
business uses, as, for instance, the first few 
blocks north of the river and east of Clark 
street, along the streets east and west of 


in the rookery locality, and, in fact, enough 
perty can be had at reasodable prices which, 
so improved, would properly house a quarter 
of a million people. Should not some of the 
large mercantile and manufacturing firms emu- 
late the acts of Soltaire and of Pull and 
provide suitable habitations for their employés, 
and‘thereby perform a philanthropic act to- 
wards the wage-workers and an act of satis- 
factory profit to themselves? 
Has it ever occurred to any of the business 
employing firms that they cannot retain 
the services of skilled workmen at the same 
rate of wages as the same lines‘of trade in ad- 
jacent cities, simply because so much more 
money is required for rent here than in these 
other cities? No salaried person should pay 
more than one-fourth of his income for rent, 
and in England and some other forcign coun- 
tries only one-seventh of the salary is deemed 
sufficient for house rent; and any reduction 
which can be made in rent is equal to so much 
increase in the wages of without expense 
to the employer. 
There are few, if any, tenement-houses of 
well-defined 


for families having no dwellings of their own, 
although Chicago is a centre of manufactures 
and commerce, with an immense proportion of 
floating population. What are now used as 
tene.nen were never supplied with the 
required conveniences and sanitary arrange- 
ments, because they were originaily erected 
for one family and built cheaply. Block after 
block of street frontage is lined with buildings 
of this class and fairly packed with families 
who are compelled to shelter meelves under 
their leaky roofs, within mere ts of frame 
shells, which are penetrated by heat and 
dust of summer and the frost of winter, with 
floors, and ceilings, ¢tairw

and decay, and umbing, drainage, light, 
and ventilation = = most primitive inad- 
equacy, etc. The, daily papers have frequent- 
ty held up to publie scorn individual landlords 
who practice the art of extracting the highest 
rates of rent for the most contemptible accom- 
modations, but their greed is aided by the 
neglect of the employers to provide suitable 
shelter for their armies of wage-workers. The 
steam railroad companies employ 15,000 men in 
and around the city; the street railroads over 
3,000 men; the manufacturers and wholesale 
dealers in iron, steel, and other metallic goods, 
20.000 men; the manufacturers and wholesale 
dealers in lumber, woodenware, and wood and 


fron work combined ut 25,000 men; 
and it can be ghly estimated 
that a few hundred great employers 
control the labor, and means of 
living of the vast ority of all bread- 
winners of Chicago and its suburbs. The 


owners of the means of employment and the 
directors of all wage-work, should, as the real 
ruling class of this city, undertake the removal 
of their tenants out of the shanties, rookeries, 
and rotten-rows, and form unimproved streets 
and lanes into tenement blocks with all neces- 
sary modern improvements, within easy walk- 
ing distance from the manufacturing and busi- 
ness districts in the several divisions of the 
city. Unsatisfactory habitations will rarely be 
vacated, or remodeled and improved, unless a 
capitalistic building. society, like the Peabody 


fund in London, takes the initiative in the sup- 


ply of modern apartments for the multitudes 
of small-salaried people. 

„The scattering of families in cottages and 
small dwellings will do for a village commu- 
nity, but is a wasteful and unsatisfactory relic 
of ancient usage in Chicago, which is destined 
to soon reach a population of a million.”

THEY COULDN'T CLINCH IT. 

THE GRAND JURORS FOUND EVIDENCE OF AL- 
DERMANIC CROOKEDNESS BUT COULDN'T PIN 
IT DOWN—A RAILROAD OFFICIAL MILDLY 
SCORED. 
The grand jury completed its labors 

day and was discharged by Judge Moran. A 
report was presented which deals mainly with 
the investigation into the charges of corrup- 
tion against the members of the City Council in 
connection with the Chicago & Evanston Rail- 
road ordinance. The result of the inquisition 
is set forth in the ment as follows: 

The session of this grand jury being about to ex- 
pire by limitation, jury considers it proper to 
submit to this honorable court a report of the 
matters that came before it for consideration and 
the result of its labors in the grand-jury room. 

The number of cases on the docket was large, 
consisting mainly of burglary, larceny, and high- 
way robbery. Thejury has considered and acted 
on 240 cases and found 138 indictments, and for 
want of time had to refer the balance of the docket 
for consideration of the next grand jury. — 

The grand jury begs leave further report: 
That, inasmuch as the public prints of the city 
have within the last few weeks contained more or 
less articles charging corruption in the Common 
Council of Chicago in connection with the passage 
of a certain railroad ordinance by that body, it was 
deemed part of its duty to investigate the matter. 
For this purpose some thirty witnesses were heard, 
among them the chief editors of the daily press, 
various city officials and ex-officials, as well as 
gentiemen prominentiy connected with the rail- 
roads most mterested; also lawyers of 
acknowledged prominence and repute. Each and 
every one of se witnesses was carefully exam- 
ined and given a wide range both as to questions 
and answers, but the most careful examination 
failed to elicit evidence on which an indictment for 
bribery could be based. Indeed, it was a matter of 
surprise to the jury to discover how much the wit- 
nesses did not know; but, while there was not suf- 


r ficient legal evidence presented to warrant an in- 


dietment for bribery, the fact was demonstrated 
that the j was justified in taking cognizance of 
the charge of bribery and corruption among some 
of the City Council. It was proved that certain rail- 
road officials had been approached by parties known 
and unknown for the purpose of levying blackmail 
in connection with the aforesaid ordinance and its 
defeat in the Council chamber, but all efforts to 
connect any individual therewith most signally 
failed: and here the grand jury cannot help re- 
marking that such failure occurred through the 
negligence of the railroad official who allowed the 
would-be blackmailers to escape through his 
hands. The jury is further of the opinion that, 
with the assistance of competent detectives and 
a large reward offered for sufficient evidence to 
insure conviction, the people will succepd in de- 
tecting And pupishing crime where it really exists, 
and the jury therefore refers this matter to the 
careful consideration of the Citizens’ Association. 
. The grand jury is further of opinion that con- 
siderable in money tothe county, as well as saving 
of time to the grand juries, could be made if the 
petty cases were disposed ot before the local 
miuigistrates. Several cases were brought before 
this jury where there was in reality, in opinion 
of the jury, no evidence warranting such action. 
The grand jury further reports phat it has visited 
the jail, and that it has found everything to its en- 


tire satisfaction. All of which is resp ully sub- 
mitted.

A PROPER PRACTICE. 

JUDGE ROGERS HOLDS THAT JURY SU! 

HAVE A CLEAR RIGHT TO SERVE 
THEIR PAY. 
Judge Rogers yesterday expressed in no 
biguous terms his opinions bt the powers of a 
Judge to pass on the qualifications of jurors, 
untrummeled by any otker authority. A mo- 
tion for new trial was argued before him in the 
appeal case of McGuirk against Buckley, and 
one of the grounds on which the motion was 
made was that the Judge had improperly al- 
lowed substitutes to be impaneled on the jury 

in place of some of the regular jurors. 
Judge said that was no ground on which to 
grant a new trial. Even under the common 
law a Judge had ample power to pass on the 
qualifications of jurors and to appoint a substi- 
tute when for any cause a regular juror could 
not serve. He had not the slightest doubt 
that the jurors who were received as substi- 
tutes were competent, and even if an excep- 
tion had been taken to them at the trial it 
would not have availed. He fully coincided 
with the opinions of Judges Smith and Gary. 
If the question should be agitated any further 
he would take pains to find some juror who 
was public-spirited enough to make a test case, 
and if the County Treasurer refused to pay 
him, to file a petition for mandamus and get 
the opinien of the Supreme Court on the law. 
By his common-law powers a Judge had the 
right to pass on the qualifications of the jurors 
impaneled before him, and no one had 
with. |

Bible Versions. 

The recent Luther celebrations, says a writer 
jn the New York Sun, and the forthcoming re- 
yision of the Old Testament of King James’ 
Bible made the subject of versions one of pe- 
eullar interest. The bistory of versions begins 
with what must be allowed to be a religious 

with a truthful kernel. The myth is 
found in the cyclopedias; the truth is as fol- 
lows: A colony of Jews at Alexandria, encour 
aged bythe Ptolemies, under the influence of 
Grecian culture, speedily acquired Greek and 


in Palestine,where the Hebrew of 

the Bible bad already céased to be a living 
tongue. Necessity compelled the employment 
of interpreters, ho translated orally ‘the 
Scriptures when they were read in the service. 
oral translations in course of time were 
suoceeded by written ones and eventuated in 
what is known as the Septuagint, or the transia- 
tion of the Hebrew Scriptures into Greek. 
This translation was widely circulated, and at 
the time of our Lord universally used through- 
out Palestine and Asia Minor, as well as in the 
gynagogs tound in the countries washed by the 


used the Greek version in planting the church. 
Greek was the language of civilization and un- 
derstood especially by people of higher cult- 
ure. At Rome and throughout Italy the masses 
of the people clung tenaciously to the old | 
Latin. In order to reach the masses the neces- 
‘sity of a Latin version was universally felt, and 
oral translations of the Scriptures were speed- 
ily followed by written ones, the oldest of 
which were made from the Greek. They mul- 
tiplied so rapidly that in the fourth century it 
was affirmed by the highest authorities that 
there were almost as many versions as copies. 
This was a great and crying evil, for not only 
were those versions very faulty and corrupt, 
but they presented a text which differed in al- 
most every version. To remedy the evil Jerome 
~ undertook a revision, which proved generally 
acceptable, and speedily entered into almost 
universal circulation. But that remarkable 
scholar was not satisfied with his revision, and 
engaged upon the herculean enterprise of 
transiating the Scriptures from the original 
Hebrew into Latin. 

This new version met with bitter opposition, 
and. could not displace the old version made 
trom the Greek for centuries, or, more correct- 
ly, it never displaced it entirely, for to this day 
parts of the old Latin version are imbedded in 
the official version of the Roman Catholic 

Church known as the Vulgate. In course of 
time, however, the unquestionable superiority 
of Jerome's version. led to its partial adoption, 
with the result that it was eitber adapted to the 
‘old version or mixed up with it, and produced 
an wneertain text, which, through careless 
transcribers or ignorant correctors and emen- 
dators, bad become so corrupt as to necessitate 
A revision by Alcuin. This Alcuinian recen- 
sion, patronized by Charlemagne, was the 
best text in use during the Middle Ages, and 
held its ground until the invention of printing, 
and the time of the Reformation. Guttenberg's 
Bible, the first Bible and first book printed with 
movable type. presents that text which, with 
but few exceptions, has been copied in subse- 
quent editions of the Latin Bible. From that 
text were made numerous versions into the 
vernacular tongues of Europe before the Ref- 
ormation. 

Confining the subject to only two languages, 
English and German, we meet the instructive 
fact that while before the appearance of 
Lutber's version Germany could point to not 
Jess than fourteen printed editions of the Script- 
wrescin German, England possessed only the 
W yclifiite versions in manuscript. Before 1525 
there was no printed edition of the Old or the 
New Testaments in English. Besides the said 
fourteen German editions in High German, 
three editions of a version in Low German had 
appeared in 1522. Now ali these versions were 
made from Latin; they are slavishty literal, in 
almost countiess passages unintelligible, and 
vastly remote from the textof the original 
Scriptures. Nor had they entered into general 
circulation, for they were mainly in the hands 


The first vernacular version made direct from 
the original is Luther's. It is in every respect 
remarkable, but in none more than in its lucid- 
ity, terseness, and strength. Made for the peo- 
ple, it attained from the start a popularity 
whieh continues to this bout; and although 
subjected to successive revisions, the changes 
introduced into it are mainly the substitution 
of modern for archaic terms, the assimilation 
of the verbs to modern fiexions, and the intro- 
duction of the prevailing system of spelling. 
The changes in the rendering are comparatively 
few, and only such as the superior knowledge 
of the ancient languages and the discovery of 
important manuscrigts of the original Script- 
ures have made indispensable. 

What Luther did for Germany with regard to 
the Scriptures Tyndale did for England, and 
Strange to tell the sad fact in his own words, 
that for the translation of the Bible there was 
no 2 to do it in all England,“ where Henry 
VIII., the defender of the faith, disgraced the 
royal purple, and Wolsey, by his own dying 
confession at Leicester Abbey, bad preferred 
the service of that King to God's. Tyndale 
made the first translation of the New Testa- 
ment from the original Greek, that of the five 
books of Moses and other portions of the Old 
Testament from the Hebrew, in his mysterious | 
place of exile in Germany. Of these transla- 
tions the New Testament, the five books vf Mo- 


ing his life; his other translations were given 
to the world by John Rogers in what is known 
at Matthew's Bible. 

The versions of Tyndale are the best first 
trangiations known to us; they are singularly 
faithful to the originals, and couched in lan- 
guage, It not superior, certainly equal to that 
of any writer of the period. A very large por- 
tion of the present Authorized Version is Tyn- 
Aale 's, and archaic terms, fiexions, and spell- 
ing excepted, it is likely to be perpetuated. In 
gute a number of instances it may even be 
desirable to restore the renderings of “Tyndale; 
for instance, in the seventh command- 
Ment, which reads in his version: Thou shalt 
not break wedlock.“ The present rendering is

What do you think of the prospect for the 

present year?” | 
„J regard it as unusually bright. We are 
going to have a Presidential election, which is. 
always depressing to almost every branch 
of trade, but my observation has been that real 
estate thrives under the influence of political 
agitation, and every Presidential year has been 
a boon to the market. Moneyed men taboo all 
other securities in such times and flee to real 
estate, which, especially in Chicago at prevail- 


able. We will certainly have a good trade dur- 
ing the present year.” | 
Several other brokers expressed a similar 

Opinion as to the future of the market, and all 
hands are preparing for a large trade. 

Among the enterprising outside speculators 
in Chicago real estate is the Hon. J. A. Miller, 
Mayor of Wheeling, W. Va., who has already 
fecured handsome returns from investments 
which justify him in continuing.

AS BAD AS Sr. 


Can we not approximately estimate our true 
position by a hasty glance at status quo ten 
years ago and now. What was the state of 
architecture here at the time of the fire? We 
may as well confess that it was in the main 
about as bad as possible. It was no better 
than that of the average country town, and 
was as bad as that of the present St. Louis. 
Large and costly buildings of all sorts there 
were, and money had been in many cases lav- 
ishly spent, but art there was none. If any 
one wishes to get a good notion of the best 


the South and West Sides-on Michigan and 
In all of these cases, 
the most pretentious 
of the burned buildings, you will find the 
grossest violations of every/principle of good 
architecture. Stone was treated like wood; 
wood and galvanized iron jike stone, Orna- 
ment rose no higher than a stone-cutter's 
notion of an acanthus; there was absolutely 
no scale to it, nor the remotést sense of fitness. 
Grouping of parts and subordination of smaller 
masses to a general whole were unknown. 

It is useless however to particularize. The 
fact is we had all been hard at work making 
the possibility of a city, and had given little 
thought to that less immediate issue called 
art.“ and you can’t expect from architects 
anywhere much better work than people will 
appreciate.

Confessing this dearth of architectural inter- 
“ests at the time of the flre, we may as well 
confess that there was not much good work 
done immediately afterward, Nor was this to 
be expected. You could not get out of archi- 
tects what had never been ih them, especially, 
as frequently happened, when the client was in 
such a hurry to get his building done that he 
would build the basement before the architect 
had prepared the design for the fronts, or 
when the architect was so) overworked that 
after preparing an elaborately ornamented de- 
sign to illustrate the Phenix-like quality of his 
client (flowers, and wreaths, and suusages, 
and things) he would be compelled to leave it 
to a stonecutter to execute from a one-eighth- 
scale drawing. 

And yet the curious fact remains that this 
hastily reconstructed town, with all its con- 
fessed crudities, will today stand well in com- 
parison with the largest portion of New York 
and Boston. It is now fully as good nine- 
tenths of the pretentious commercial work 
done in any Eastern town. 

Among dwelling-houses, those built immedi- 
ately after the fire were generally devoid of 
all kind vf architeetural pretense, being con- 
structed for immediate shelter. It was but a 
short time, however, befdre more carefully- 
considered dwellings began th be built, and it 
Was at once apparent that a new and better 
spirit was abroad. 

In commercial buildings also, as soon as the 
first hurry-scurry was over, same spirit be- 
gan to be manifested. And now the influence | 
has extended so far that we may be justly 
proud of what we have, ; confident of the 

ater merit of what we w 
401 course we are not yet the old 
evils. In some of the most costly buildings 
now erecting in Chicago linger sins of ignorance 
and viciousness that wou literally make 
Rome how]. But this has everywhere been 
true, and at all times, and will continue to be 
true. One can’t enter even] the finest of Old- 
World cathedrals without cursing some archi- 
tectural ass, who has by the intrusion of his 
own conceit done his best to spoil the building. 

We shall always have full occasion for mod- 
esty if we are wise; there will be plenty of 
architects whose work will tend to keep us 
humble. At the same time we have no reason 
to meekly confess that there is no * in 
us, for it is not true. ö |

PRIVATE DWELLINGS. 

When we come to private dwellings the sub- 
ject becomes more interesting, for here we find 
that a much greater freedom in design has been 
exercised than in business buildings. Dwell- 
ing houses are somewhat remote from the 
smoke and dust of the town. They are where 


ornament they present to us, and for these 
reasons we would expect to find them more 
ornate. There is certainly no city presenting 
more individuality in dwelling houses than this. 
The utmost variety of style prevails, this being 
an essentially modern and all-pervading weak- 
ness in which we are no better than our neigh- 
bors; but here the evil, if evil it be, is less felt, 
because the majority of more costly houses | 
stand free, and the grass and shrubbery about 
them give to them the necessary setting. 

The progress of popular taste in America can 
nowhere be better illustrated than in the im- 
provement in Chicago dwellings. Judged by 
any just standard of art criticism there are 
many of them exceptionally good. They have 
good and visible roofs—as they should have— 
are well massed, well colored, picturesquely 
grouped, are often rich in good and character- 
istic ornament, 

A drive up Michigan boulevard from Twenty- 
second to Thirty-fifth street. or on Prairie ave- 
nue from Twenty-sixth to Thirtieth street, or 
in a half-dozey localitics on the North Side, 
will show this statement to be true. If the 
drive be continued out into the immediate sub- 
urbs many exceedingly picturesque country- 
houses will be found, making the promise for 
Chicago, with the boulevards and parks, of 
most interesting environs. | 

There are in Chicago today a few houses, not 
merely good as things go, but good enough to 
hold their own with any houses in Hoston or 
New York; and it must be borne in mind that 
up to the present time our best houses do not 
cost one-half what corresponding houses cost 
in either of these cities. : 

The results that haye been attained are for 
this reason more creditable, for by the expend- 
ture of large sums of money an impressive 
effect is easily obtained, while, on the contrary, 
thought is required to do first: class at the 
same time cheap work. | 

As for the internal arrangement and decora- 
tion of our houses, any one who is familiar 
with Chicago people knows that there are 
dozens of houses most beautifully arranged, 
decorated, and turnished—in all sense full of 
the atmosphere of the highest and most re- 
fined culture. | 

It cannot be denied that the com tively 
n lead 
to a certain tawdryness more marked than in 
New York or Boston; but this is not always 
the case. The better and honester spirit is | 
rapidly growing, and we may reasonably hope 
tor the best results. 

One thing is very marked here: there are no 
preconceived prejudices. People are ready to 
udopt any notion that recommends itself to 
their judgment. The consequence is that in the 
new movement of reform all of the architects 
have been compelled to fall into line. 
Those whose ideas ot art were gotten from the 
state of American architecture thirty years ago 
must have found the procession a somewhat 
crowded one and the gait somewhat rapid. But 
they are all in—many limping in the rear; 
many, like Anchises, borne upon the shoulders 
of some younger Aneas; others hanging in a 
somewhat undignified manner to the unwilling 
skirts of their younger brethren. | 

However all this may sound, it is not in- 


called upon to do ourselves more than justice 
in our self-praise; and in doing this we on 
wish to vindicate our right to be classed wit 
those American cities that evince intelligent 
appreciation of good art in architecture. 
Few enough these cities are; and yet it may be 
truthfully said that there are many indications 
that the truly vital architectural movement of 
today seems to be in America—afact which any 
student of foreign architectural journals will 
verify. 
A WORD OF CAUTION, | 
There is one word of caution, however, which 
all of us would do well to heed—this is, that art 
is never plagiarism. In every city a few lead- 
ing men inaugurate all new measures, and 
these are servilely copied by a host of cheaper 
men. The effect of this is to vulgarize good 
designs, to disgust the original designers, and 
to bring about a wild chase in which you have 
half-a-dozen good but unfortunate architects 
madiy trying to get away from sixty poor but 
persistent ones. 

Hence fashions so rapidly shifting that not 
even the men who create them become their 
masters. Heaven help those who steal them 
and the public who are unwittingly particepes 
crimines! 


An Exciting Contest at Hegewisch. 

It will be remembered that some weeks ago 
William H. Rand, J. William Eschenburg, and 
C. D. Royse, representing some 200 acres of land 
adjoining the site of the United States Rolling- 
Stoek Company's works at the forks of the 
Calumet River, transferred the property to 
Adolph Hegewisch, President of the company. 
as trustee. A portion of this property—the 
southwest quarter of the northeast quarter of 
Sec. 31, T. 37, N. R. 15, E.—has now been sub- 
divided and the subdivision approved by the 
Hyde Park Board of Trustees. On this a town 
will be laid out and built, a portion of the sur- 
veying and grading of streets having already 
been done. | 

When it was suggested that this work was a 
trifle premature, as the works of the company 
will not be refidy for operation until next fall, 


the projectors maintained a knowing silence. 
The reason of their pushing the enter- 


prise with such speed has now come 
to light. As is already known, there 
are three syndicates heavily interested in the 


territory surrounding the site of the Rolling- 
Stock Company's works, and to a ceftain ex- 
tent these syndicates are rivals. One is com- 
posed of the men who have transferred the 
property to Hegewisch; the second of Chicago 
parties who have acquired in common about 400 
acres, and the third of Englishmen who are 
heavily interested, being the virtual owners of 
1,000 acres. The first and last syndicates are com- 
petitors, and are striving to anti¢ipate each 
other in the laying out of a town, which shall 
be sold and rented to the workmen of the Roll- 
ing-Stock Company. When the Rolling-Stock 
Company was locating its works the Chicago & 
Calumet Canal & Dock Company agreed to 
furnish 1,000 contiguous acres of land in the 
immediate vicinity of the works for rest 
dence purposes. The land was secured after 
an exciting struggle with other syndicates and 
rival purchasers. Then the Rolling-Stock Com- 
pany and the Canal & Dock Company went in 
search of capital to develop the land. A num- 
ber of English capitalists surveyed the ground, 
took in the situation, and agreed to loan $500,- 
000 secured by first mortgage bonds on the 
property. A loan of $1,000,000, or $1.000 on 
each acre of the property, was asked, but the 
Englishmen were satisfied with $500 per acre. 
There are, then, two competitors bent on es- 
tablishing a town and putting the result on the 
market; and it me a race as to which 
should first begin rations. It is understood 
that the Englishmen intend to rush things in 
the spring, but in the meantime the American 
syndicate seems to have rather gotten the start.

GEN. SHERMAN’S TALK. 


What He Thinks of St. Louis and Chi- 
cago, Railroads, and Gen. Macken<- 
zie, Von Moltke, and the Indians. 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat, Jan.1: Yesterday 

afternoon a party of live-stock men, under the 

lead of Mr. W. W. Jarvis, called upon Gen. 

Sherman and closed the old year with a recep- 

tion, all the more enjéyable bevause entirely 

informal. The General was found in gownand 
slippers, and without hesitancy talked freely 
upon matters of public interest. He said that 

Missouri was the laughing stock of the Union; 

that little Khode Island made sport of her; that 

Georgia, even, was heading her in progress; 

that she was comparatively undeveloped as the 

interior of Africa, when, as the centre of the 

United States. she should be in the van 

of civilization; that in spite of all 

the natural advantages she had fewer 
factories than she had ten years ago. The 
centre of population, now in the immediate 
neighborhood of Covington, Ky., was rapidly 
approaching St. Louis, and that this was the 
opportunity for young men to go to the front 
and make this the leading city of the Union. 
The river would always flow down stream and 
afford her the drainage and sewerage which 
was indispensable, and which Chicago could 
not even secure. But the difficulty was want 
of enterprise and brag. She did not brag 
enough. A St. Louisan would not attempt to 
build a house till he had 90 per cent of the 
necessary amount in bank, when a Chicagoan 
would build a hundred-thousand-dollar house 
with 81.000 in his ket. A Chicagoan would 
undertake to build a railroad to the moon. 

Our advantages of mineral land, pasturage, 

and timber were not equaled by any other 

State. We grumbled about little things, as 

dust, pavements, city government, and the 

like, when we ought to be up and doing. We 
were not worse off than other great cities. 

New York was the worst governed city in the 

United States, yet she was the metropolis and 

continued to grow. 

Speaking of railroads, the General said some 
of them, notably the Southern Pacific, had 
been hardly t They were as civiltizers 
simply invaluable. The Government could 
have afforded to build them and give away 
miles on either side to boot. Huntington was 
really entitled to the land-grant he was en- 
deavoring to secure; it was unfair to call it a 
steal.
